Almn Gluck. tha assisting artist, sang
Blondina's arin from Mozart's “Entfuch-
rung aus dem Serail'" with xome hesita-
tion In finding her tenes and a rather
frall volce above her normal reglater,
It waa only in the thresa Russinn smongs
that the singer found hersslf, In the
arin and In the “Shepherd Lehl" the iilt-
ing happiness of her voice was an endless
delight, and the rich tenderness of the
“Chant Hindou" was somothing of a reve.
Iation of her emotionn!l powers. Mme.
Glueck, incldentally, sang In four lan-
gunges, the ‘'Peasant Song” of Rachma-
ninoff, with its memories of the "Volga
Boatsong." being sung in Tolstol's origi-
nal.
